The Changing Viewpoints ’ 


West GERMANY’S “OLD 
Man”— former Chanéellor 
Konrad Adenauer—has left his last 
political office at the age of 90. 
And in his final act of relinquish- 
ing the Christian Democratic Party 
chairmanship, he astonished his 
audience of government officials by 
strongly advocating a new ap- 
proach to Soviet Russia which, he 
said, “has joined the ranks of 
those who wish peace.” 


Dr. Adenauer, who had done 
much to bring France and West. 
Germany into closer co-operation, 
adain urged the two nations to- 
gether to adopt & ‘foreign 
jndependent of the rest of the 
West and of the East. Europe's 
futtire security, says Dr. Adenauer, 
depends on uniting in a foreign 


policy that will protect its mem- . 


bers against pulverization between 


the two great powers: Russia:and 


the United States. 


This doctrine, of course, is In 
startling contrast to that of Chan- 
céellor Erhard and the government 
which succeeded Dr. Adenauer in 
power. Bonn has so far refused 
to follow Paris in its rejéction of 
NATO and other close contacts 
with the United States and West- 
ern European countries. And a 
strong defence against Russia is 
still a basic tenet of West German 
policy. ; 

. Dr. Adenauer’s declaration, how- 
ever, was in harmony with last 
week’s surprising proposal from 


Russia,to sign a non-aggression 
pact with France, Clearly, there 
are promising new forces stirring 
in. Europe today which have not . 
been in evidence for more than 
twenty years. 

There can be little doubt that 
the Soviet threat of European land 
invasion is not what it was when 
NATO was formed nearly two 
decades ago. But for government 
ministers such a belief is not 
enough. As West German Foreign 
Minister Schroeder pointed out last 
week in rejecting General de 
Gaulle’s opinion that the Russian 
danger has- receded, most~of Rus- 


‘sia’s vast military power is in the - 


west, facing Germany. West Ger- 
many’s defence policy, he said, 
must be based ‘not on what may 
appear to be a potential enemy’s 
intentions, but on the military 
power available to him. 3 
Both statements were made, of 
course, in a world that has gone 
far beyond the old question of 
“how many divisions has he?” to 
considerations of nuclear’ retalia* 
tion. Armies massed-on a frontier 
today may be restrained, not by 
troops deployed in front of them, 
but by_nuclear launching silos half 
a world away. 
‘ ‘Thus Adenauer and Erhard 
both have elements of truth in 
their stands. The significance for 
West Germany at the moment, 
however, lies in the fact that Ade- 
nauer is leaving and Erhard is 
there. : 2

N ECHO OF THE OLD COL-

They add a stimulating 
and educationally necessary ele- 
ment to the Gordon Head pot- 
pourri. But surely it is not reac- 
tionary to point out that_revolt is 
not everything—that it is needful 
also to know what it is that is be- 
ing rejected, and that this entails 
study of what has gone before and 
what is here now. 

While it is a function of the uni- 
versity to stimulate thought and 
enquiry, to stir doubts and encour- 
age intellectual adventure, it is also 
a function of the classroom to in- 
struct students in the vast fund 
of , that has been pain- 
fully amassed through the ages. 
Such knowledge, and the opinions 
for which it is the foundation, 
can best be explored and under- 
stood with a certain sympathy of 
approach. They cannot be mastered 
through a prejudiced and antago- 
nistic treatment. Rejection, if there 
is to be rejection, should follow per- 
ception, not precede it. And uni- 
versity: lecturing can itself bea 


learning process.

And. many in: the United 
States and Europe believe 
that. he is thinking similar 
thoughts today — and that 
that, is why he is now moving 
to loosen if not dissolve the 
ties-which bind France to the 
14 other member nations of 
the.

The long-heralded crisis in 
NATO is indeed now confront- 
ing its members. But far 
mone is involved than the 
complex of bilateral and 
multilateral agreements on 
troops, bases and airfields 
which-the French president is 
determined to alter. What is 
being called into question is 
the ,future shape of Europe, 
not just of Western Europe 
but: of all Europe, in the 
general's phrase, “from the 
Atlantic to the Urals.” 


Three Points 


Fundamental | 


His memoirs on his 1944 trip 
point to three fundamentals in 
his; current thinking: His 
determination to revive 
France as a world power 
(hence his acquisition of 
neclear weapons), his worry 
about a resurgent West Ger- 
mafy and its desire for 
reunification with the 17 mil- 
lion’ Germans now under 
Communist rule in East Ger- 
many, and his continuing 
suspicion of and antipathy 
towtird what he calls “les 
Anglo-Saxons," Britain and 
the United States. 

Add to this de Gaulle’s 19th 
century view of the nation- 
state and the balance of 
power and one can more 
easily visualize his seeking 
some revival of that 1944 
Franco-Soviet agreement, 
both as a balance to Germany 
on »the one hand, and to 
Britain and America on the 
other, It matters not that 
Moscow abrogated that agree-' 
ment in 1955 because the 
Western nations. agreed to 
German rearmament - : 

From Washington’s point of 
view, and in varying degrees 
in the view of the other 13 
NATO captials; de Gaulle is 
moving to tear apart the 
Aflantic _ world’s, economic, 
political and military fabric so 
carefully .constructed in the 
post-Second World War years, 
thereby endangering the West 
in the face: of continuing 
Soviet hostility and Commu- 
nist ambitions. 


« Not Moving 
Without Support © 

Yet the aging and deter- 
miried French president is not 
moving without support either 
in his own nation or elsewhere 
in Europe, or’ even in the 
United ‘States. Some see his 
demands upon NATO as use- 
ful“in forcing the 17-year-old 
organization, to a needed re- 
examination of its forms and 
purposes. 

Others believe de Gaulle's 
vision is fundamentally | cor- 
rect, that he is only attempt- 
ing'to lead the Western world 
to a new relationship with a 
Soviet Union and .

De Gaulle has played it both 
ways with the West Germans. 
He first sought reconciliation. 
But“as the West Germans 
refused to accept him, in 
effect, as their leader on the 
continent, he begiin to make 
disparaging remarks in pri- 
vate which soon became pub- 
lic, His treatment of the 
Germans as a_ permanent 
second or third class nation 
has brought division in the 
Bonn government and alarm 
in Washington. 

Today there is a new worry 
in many NATO nations about 
West Germany, worry that de 
Gaulle’s policies are re- 
awakening German national- 
ism, opening the door to a 
separate German army and 
even to a reyival of the 
German general staff with 
nuclear weapons at its com- 
mand some day.

Yet no one knows whether -

A Soviet-French non- 
aggression treaty has been 
widely rumored and de 
Gaulle’s disengagement from 
NATO committments is 
Widely read as preparation to 
go to Moscow with relatively 
“clean hands” for such an 
act. 


Part of the worry here 
relates to any form of bolster- 
ing the East German regime 
(though France has rejected 
East Germany’s recent appli- 
cation for United Nations 
membership). De Gaulle 
promised Erhard during his 
recent visit to Paris to take 
up in Moscow the question of 
German reunification but that 
could lead to talk of further 
restraints on West Germany. 
On reunification, however, it 
is hard to visualize what de 
Gaulle and the Soviets might 
do in concrete terms, Fur- 
thermore, it is evident that de 
Gaulle, Tike most other non- 
Germans in Europe, really 
dreads German reunification. 

It also is worth looking at 
the de Gaulle visit and his 
NATO activities from the 
Soviet point of view. Moscow 


is always ready to seize a 
target of opportunity and few 
doubt that its long range goal 
has always encompassed the 
removal of American power 
and influence from Europe, 
including American forces in 
NATO. 

De Gaulle’s stance thus 
may offer a target of oppor- 
tunity along that route, But 
there must be serious doubts’ 
today among the Kremlin 
leaders as to how far it would 
be sensible,; indeed safe, to

After all, the Soviet Union 
today is facing .an increas- 
ingly hostile Communist China 
along its immensely long Far 
Eastern border, Such increas- 
ing instability in the East 
would seem to require, in 
Russia's national self-interest, 
a continuation of the stability 
it now enjoys along its 
European frontier, a stability 
in which NATO plays a major 
and indeed crucial role.
